made, fo as to preferve the degree of credit which is effential to 
the fervice of my country; it becomes my indifpenfable duty to 
thew how much, or rather how little, I have received. Already 
I repent that delicacy which induced me to omit the publica- 
tion of receipts for the morith of April; as I have been thereby 


| expofed, more than otherwife would have happened, tu clamio- 


rous demands. I am therefore rdw to requeft, that your publi- 


| cation be on no account delayed. I am fenfib'e that it mutt be 


very difagreeable to many worthy citizens, and it is not impro* 
bable that reafons may be afligned for the delay—of tliefe the 
world is to judge.

Va our laft letters we 
sed, that at Frauenmarckt, on the 21ft of Jaft.month, 
villains hack bees executed, who, for upwards of twelve 

, pail, affaflinated on the highways, and fed upon the flefh 

‘e unfortunate people they had murdered. The whole of 

srricle wants additions. I¢is very true that only thirteen 

veen executed at Fraaenmarckt ;. but, both in that place, 
cin other parts of Hungary, forty have already been put to 
th, both men and women, all cannibals, all devouring the 
fich of the unhappy people who had fallen into their hands ; 
and near 320 more wait the fame jult fate, in the different pri 
fons of Hungary. Thee montters have declared, that at a wed. 
ding, which they were celebrating amoug themfelves in a fub- 
terrancous place, upwards of so feet deep from the furface of 
the ground, in the midit of a.dark thick wood, they had firft 
abufed, one after another, three pretty young country girls 
whom they had carried off ; that they had afterwards cur their 
throats, then roafted.and devoured them with glee; and that 
the bride,. as well as the other women of the gang, had all fed 
upon them. They declare, that of all all human fleth, the bett 
is neither-umder, nor above the age of fifteen or fixteen years ; 
they have .eat_ the fleth of cighty-four different perfons in the 
fpace of gwenty-one years, during which they have exercifed 
their horrible depredations. ‘Ihey affure, that the bones of the 
dyad carcafesy which they burnt, made the beft charcoal in the 
world. Some of thefe wretches have been hanged, fome broke 
on the wheel, fome quartered, fome burnt, according to the 
rank they held among themic!ves, their age, and the manner, 
either free or forced, by which they had aggregated together. 
Their Captain-was taken in the following manner :—~ A foldier 
of the Provoft Marfhall’s Court, knowing partly.the fitvation of 
the haunt of thefe cannibals, went to the Judges of Frauen- 
marckt, and promifed to deliver up to them the chief of the 
gang, if he was aflifted by a few peafanrs. They were given 
him: He armed them and bimfelf with fabres and piltols, 
and they puthed on into the foreft. They bad not march- 
ed two hours before they efpied three men, one Of whom was 
richly dreffed, and wore a cap @ la Pandoure, Joaded with 
gold lace and jewels, and who perceiving them alfo, fired a pi- 
itul, which happily miffed them. His two comrades fled at 
the fight of the peafants, without even firing ; the peafants did 
the fame; while the foldier, who had bravely feized the rob- 
_ ber by the throat, brought him to the ground, and was difarm- 
ing him. | His two comrades, feeing nubody left there but 
the foldier, turned back. He was then in great danger, but 
he had the {trength to kcep the villain down with his knee up- 
on his throat, while with his right hand he fired off a piftal, 
which brought one of the men to the ground; at the fight of 
which the other took to his heels. The foldier then called out, 
as well as he could, after the peafants, who happily were ftill 
within hearing, and appeared again, but diopping in one by 
one. The robber was bound, and carried to Frauenmarckt, 
where he was commited to prifon. He had his pockets full 
of gold, and the ornaments of his cap alone were worth above 
6000 florins. It is affured the foldier will be handfomely re- 
warded. : 

From the Frontiers of Moravia, Sept. 6. The fkirmih 
that lately happened between the Imperial troops and thofe that 
guard the frontiers. of Turkey may poflibly be attended with 
ferious confequences. What gave occafion to it is thts:—A 
hord of about 500 Turkifh banditti having violently brake into 
the territories belonging to the Emperor, they carried off the 
cattle, burnt the houfes,’and maflacred whole families. The 
Emperor having fent to demand. fatisfaction of the Bafhaw, 
Governor - of the frontier provinces, the anfwer was fo far from 
categorical, that it was even haughty ; upon which orders were 
immediately given for 22,000 Croates, 400 Huffars, and two 
pieces of canon, to march again‘t thefe barbarians. They fell 
upon them without.guarter, difperfed them, fet their cottages 
on fire, and the wind aiding the vengeance of the troops, abut 
fixteen villages were reduced to afhes. The Iimperialifts, di- 
fturbed in their retreat, had again another engagement to fu- 
ftain, in which were killed the Gount and the Auditor de Sta- 
del. Colonel Knefewitz and fome other officers were danger- 
oufly wounded. ‘The Csoates having {topped too long to phin- 
der, the Bafhaw had affembled in, haite a body of Bofnians, to 
the number of 20,000, who atrempied, but without fuccefs, to 
cut off the retreat of the Emperor’s troops. “Three regiments 
have reccived orders to march towards the confines, 

LON DON. 

We are happy to find, that there have certainly been letters 
received from our negociators at Pagis, authenticating the de- 
ftruction of the Spanith gun-boats before Gibraltar. We do 
not hear, however, that thofe letters make any mention of a 
fally from the garrifon ; on the contrary, their contents, fo far 
as relates to this fubject, are faid to be clofely confined to the 
operations on the fea-fide. The enemy, it is faid, made no 
attack by lands — 

A merchant of Dublin, and who arrived here un Monday 
from Paris, fays, that the defeat of the Spaniards at Gibraltar 
had the fulleft credit in that metropolis. 

‘The defeat of the Spanifh attempts againft Gibraltar is un- 
doubtedly true; Government have received fatisfactory advices 
of it, though not officially. We are well informed, that the 

efels made ufe of by the Spaniards were a yard thick of tim- 

ber, and built in pantile manner, which it was thought would 
prevent the balls penetsating. 

A ictter from the Hague received yelterday has the follow- 

ng crtcle: “ The Spanith Ambaflador has receivéd an ex- 

p-c.. from Madrid with fome important news, which ke imme- 

iately communicated to his Serene Highnefs the Prince of O- 
range; fince which it is whifpered about, that the Spaniards, 
in making an-attack upon Gibraltar, were defeated, and that a 
nuiaber of their men were killed, wounded, and taken prifon- 
ers.” : 

It is with great regret we mention a report, which we.are 
afraid comes from too good authorjty to be doubted, that Sir 
Guy Carleton has defired to be recatled. 

A. paffenger from on board a Jamaica fhip, who arrived in 
the city this morning, brings a moft melancholy account of the 
fleet ; the following are fome of the particulars attending this 
unfortunate event, which will be a great Jofs to the merchants 
end under-writers ¢—The ftorm began on the roth of Septem- 
ber, and lafted “three days without intermiflion. On the firlt 
day the Canton, of 64 guns, made fignals of diftrefs, and was 
ordered for New York, with the only frigate in the fect. “On 
the fecond. day,.the Centaur, of 74 guns, was cotirely dif- 
matted, and fignals of diftrefe were flying on board two other

The Parnaffas, Carr, a thip from Jamaica for London, of 
40o tons, and 16 guns, which failed with the fleet, and fepa- 
rated on the 17th Seprembér,’ was taken the 24th of the fame 
month by a brig privateer, after a fmart engagement. A fhip 
in company with the Parnaflus had the good fortune to efcape, 
from the weather being very thick and hazy. 

The Juno, Webiter, from Jamaica, is arrived at Deal ; fhe 


‘ parted with the fleet\on the u7th of September, in a hard gale 


of wind, off the Banks of Newfoundland $ next day the fell in 
with 16 fail of them, feveral of whom were difmatted. 

The Rodney, Lufcomb, from Jamaica for Briftol, founder- 
ed off the Banks of Newfoundland. The crew are faved. 

Lord Rodney did not give up the command of the Weit- 
India feet, till he had got through the windward paflage, when 
Admiral Pigor parted from him with 22 fail of the line, to 
cruize off the Havannah, till the merchant thips from Jamaica 
fhould have pafled that place. Five or fix fail of {tout Ameri- 
can privateers were waiting in the Gulph of Florida for the 
heavy failing thips, all of which he captured. ‘This fo alarm- 
ed them atthe Havannah that 13 Spanith thips of the line, 
which were at anchor in the mouth of the harbour, flipped their 
cables and ran fartiver into port. 

This morning letters from Plymouth mention, thot a large 
man of war arrived in the Sound on Monday noon, but th¢ 
wind blew fo hard; and threw in fuch a fea, that no boats could 
go off; the Salifbary of 50 gans is juft ready to come out of 
dock, and the A@tionaire, a French prize of 64 guns, is to be 
immediately taken in, 

Yeiterday orders were fent to the different fhips, loading at 
Deptford and Woolwich, with ftores for the Welt Indies, to 
proceed to Portfmouth with'the greatelt difpatch, as the convoy 
will fail the firft fair wind; and we are informed the Cato of 
58 guns, and two frigates, are appointed to ¢fcort them. 

Colongl Hart is arrived from India, and refides at prefent at 
his brother’s houfe in Bedfordfguare. He has received the e- 
legant fword, the handle ef which is ornamented with diamonds, 
prefented him by the Eaft-Endia Company as a mark of their 
high fenfe of his gallant condu& at Ponah. 

That the Dutch have not fent either their Maefe or Texel 
{quadrons to fea, is probably owing to the bad weather to be 
expected, and that ufually prevails at our autumnal equinox, or 
that they have no objet at prefent to purfue ; very likely both 
thefe reafons may have concurred for keeping their thips in port, 
fince it is certain their ficetyunder four Admirals, were clofe 
moored in the Texel the 27th of laft month. The welterly 
winds render it indeed impracticable fur their men of war to 
come out of the Texel ;:and in bad weather the Heilda, about 
feven miles from-the Texel, isa bad fituation for a fleet ; 
fhould the wind change, of which there is little probability (the 
winds from September to Chriftmas, in thefe northern latitudes, 
being for the moft part to the welt) we may hear of their ma- 
king another fhort cruize before the winter obliges them to lay 
by. for the feafon. 

It is a very happy circumftance that the late {trong wefterly 
winds have prevented the Dutch fleet from getting out of the 
Texel, as there would have been a preat probability, from the 
Jamaica fleet heing difperfed, that many of them would have 
fallen into their hands, there not being a doubt but the inter- 
cepting of this fleet was a favourite meafare with the Dutch, 
whereas they may now be expected without any other lofs than 
what arofe from the feas, there being at this time fewer priva- 
teers at fea than at any other period within thefe three years. 

Government have received the moft certain accounts that the 
whole of the Dutch fieet.were fafe moored in the Texel on 
Friday morning laft. 

The Datch, it appears by their navy lift, had in commiflion, 
on the goth of June lalt, 94 fail of men of war of different 
rates, Carrying 3700 guns, and 26,230 men. 

The following is a lift of the packets which Government ex- 
pect to arrive in the courfe of this month, viz.’ 

Sandwich, from the Leeward MMlands, 

Tankerville, from Jamaiéa. 

Hallifax, from New York and CharleRown. 

There is every reafon w believe, that the report of Hyder 
Ally having, in conjunétion with the French forces, taken Ma- 
dras from us, is quite deftitute of foundation, as not the leaf 
credit is given to it in the neighbourhood of Leadenhuall-itreet, 
neither dogs it gain any credit at "Change. 

The report which has been circulated for fome days paft, 
founded on the authority of the Gazette of France, that the 
combined fleet, of 51 fail of the line, was in the gut of Gibral- 
tar on the 6th of September, determined to difpute the relief of 
that garrifon with Lord Howe, is extremely improbable. Au- 
thenticated accounts from Cadiz, of the 25th of ‘Augult, de- 
clare that the fleet had come into that port on the 1gth of the 
fame month, mach crippled and damaged by thé'fevere gales 
they had encountered in their long cruize : that they ftood in 
need of fo much repair, many of the large fhips having loft their 
matts, &c. and were fo exhaulted of provifion, and their erews 
fo fickly, that it was impoflible any part of them could be rea- 
dy for fea befure the middle of Seprember ; and that eight or 
ten fhips muft undergo a thorough repair, before they could be 
fit for fervice, Thefe cireumt{tances being undoubted faéts, it 
is very improbable that the fleet fhould be at fea on the 6th of 
September, at leaft, in the force which is reprefented, 

Mr Laurens this morning fet off for Bath, where he will re- 
main the greater part of the feafon. The report of that gentle- 
man going fpeedily to America is not true, as he has no inten- 
tion of vititing that country till next fpring. 

There are acconnts from America by the way of France, 
which {tate, that Monf. Bougainville, who commanded the van 
of the French fquadron in the ever memorable engagement on 
the t2th of April Jait, was arrived at Botton in La Neptune, 
of 80 guns, with eight fail more of the-line, all under jury- 
mafts, and in a very bad condition ; they failed from the Cape 
with Vaudreuil, whe foon-after parted company with fifteen fil, 
hound to the Chefapeak. ‘(he thips of Monf Bougainville*s 
fquadron will be docked and new malted at Bofton, where they 
expect alfo to reinforce their crews with American feamen. 
The Americans had not launched at Bofton the r6th of Au- 
guft any larger fhip than one of s0-guns, which was called the 
Union, and was then fitting. “Paul Jones, who had the com- 
mand of a fquadron, was in and out of that port till the 24th 
of July, when he took his departure with four fhips, one of 32 
one of 26, one of 29, and one. of 16 guns, on an expedition ® 
the. North, which hat been planned by himfelf.
